James J. Hines Accused in 
$100,000,000 Case; Influ- 
enced Jurists, Is Charge. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—()— 
James J. Hines, a top-flight Tam- 
many Hall leader, was arrested to- 
day in the office of Tammany’s 
arch enemy, District Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey, and accused of 
acting as political front man for 
a hundred-million-dollar policy 
racket founded by Dutch Schultz, 
slain gangster. 

On the sworn statement of a 
member of Dewey’s staff that in- 
vestigation indicated Hines had 
aided 12 men indicted as heirs 
of Schultz in the racket, the Tam- 
many leader was held in $20,000 
bail on a formal charge of ‘‘con- 
triving, proposing and drawing a 
lottery.” Hines appeared volun- 


'tarily at Dewey’s office. 


The warrant for his arrest was 
issued by State Supreme Court 
Justice McCook on information 


‘supplied by Assistant District At- 


torney Grimes, who questioned 
George Weinberg and Harry Scho- 
enhaus, defendants with J. Rich- 
ard (Dixie) Davis in an indict- 
ment charging them and nine oth- 
ers with conspiracy and operat- 
ing a hundred-million-dollar pol- 
icy racket. 

The lottery, once operated by 


Dutch Schultz, slain gangster, was | 


smashed by~ Dewey in January, 
1937; when he was. special. rack- 
ets prosecutor. Dewey has re- 
peatedly charged that Davis, who 
was Schultz’s. attorney, and _ the 
others took over control of the 
policy game after Schultz was 
killed by gangster bullets in New- 
ark, N. J., in Cctober, 1935. 

Davis and Weinberg were ar- 
rested in Philadelphia last Feb- 
ruary 2 and are in the Tombs 
awaiting trial.

NATIONS ACCEPT 
GRAN CHACO PEACE 


‘Terms Will Be Offered Bo- 
livia and Paraguay Gov- 
ernments Today. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—()— 
President Roosevelt joined the 
chief executives of Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Peru and Uruguay 
today in urging Bolivia and Para- 
guay to accept peace terms and 
thus formally end the Gran Cnaco 
war. The terms will be presented 
to the two nations tomorrow. 


Mr. Roosevelt's pleas were tele-|- 


graphed to the president of Boliv- 
ia, Colonel German Busch, and to 
the provisional president of Para- 
guay, Dr. Felix Paiva, 

Details Not Revealed. 


The State Department, releasing 
the texts of the telegrams, did not 
make public the details of the 
peace settlement. The settlement 
Was prepared by the peace con- 
ference which has met for three 
years at Buenos Aires and was 
composed of representatives of the 
United States, Argentina, Brazil, 
‘Chile, Peru and Uruguay. Hostil- 
ities were suspended June 12, 1935. 

President Roosevelt left ng 
doubt that he desired a definititve 
end to the conflict that raged for 
three years in the Chaco jungles 
and swamps and brought deatah to 
100,000. 

Of the war, the President said, 
“There was no victor and no van- 
quished.” : 

“Equitable” Settlement. 

He told the former belligerents 
that the proposed settlement was 
“in the opinion of the government 
of the United States, an equitable 
one which offers every possibility 
for lasting peace, security and the 
national interests of the two par- 
ties.” 

The American representative in 
formulation of the settlement was 
Ambassador Spruille Braden. 

The Chaco war was fought be- 
cause of conflicting claims of Bo- 
livia and Paraguay to territory 
along their poorly-marked fron- 
tiers. Bolivia, land-locked, wanted 
an outlet to the sea. 

It has been suggested that a 
settlement might be reached by 
Bolivia conceding to Paraguay 
most of the Chaco territory, and 
Paraguay giving Bolivia a river 
outlet to the sea.

HARLAN COURT TOLD 
OF ‘WHISPER ROOM? 


Roly-Poly Ex-Deputy Re- 
counts Plots Against 
Miner Unions. 


LONDON, Ky., May 25.—(UP) 
The alleged conspiracy to deprive 
Harlan county coal miners of their 
rights to organize under the Wag- 
ner labor relations act was enter- 
ed into in a “whisper room” that 
contained a safe filled with shot- 
guns and rifles, a witness swore

Lewis said Sheriff Middleton, 
Ben Unthank, alleged “pay-off 
man” for the coal operators, and 
Pearl Bassham, a coal operator, 
gathered frequently in ‘the “whis- 
per room” to make their plans. 

Bassham, Unthank and Middle- 
ton conferred “very often,” the 
witness said. Then he told how 
Middleton one day ordered him to 
“Go to Verda and keep some min- 
ers from speaking.”

FOR A HEMISPHERE OF PEACE 

Sentiment throughout this hemisphere is 
rapidly crystallizing in support of a joint action 
treaty which will be discussed at the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference in Lima, Peru, in December. In 
effect, the treaty would extend to all of the 
nations of the New World the principles of the 
Monroe Doctrine and relieve the United States 
of sole responsibility for the preservation of 
national liberty in this hemisphere. 

The Monroe Doetrine, propounded in 1803, 
has through the years given notice to European 
powers that the United States would not tol- 
erate further colonization in the Americas at 
the expense of constituted nations. Today that 
doctrine is undergoing basic changes, which will 
be climaxed at the Lima conference, when a 
Pan-American Monroe Doctrine will be studied 
in its final form. Instead, then, of the United 
States serving as a protector of all the Latin- 
American states, all will join in the responsi- 
0 a 
The United States will probably insist on 
two important reservations in participation. One 
would be that this country would consult with 
the Pan-American nations willingly and gladly 
in event of a violation of the doctrine by some 
European or Asiatic nation, but that she must 


be free to move immediately if military neces-. 
‘sities demand. Another would be that she must 


be free to act to protect communications and 
eliminate a threat to her own shores in event 
of any advance by an outside power in neigh- 
boring waters—for instance, the Caribbean. 
While the Monroe Doctrine has been bene- 
ficial in preserving the independence of Central 
and South American states, many of these na- 
tions heartily dislike the doctrine because of 
the element of implied mastery. The Pan- 
American doctrine, then, will go far in cement- 
ing the friendship for the United States in these 
nations, without losing for the United States 


any vital right.or need or anything which will 


weaken the national defense factor. Whereas 
under the doctrine the United States has acted 
regardless of the attitude of the other nations, 
even the one directly involved. Under the treaty 
this nation would consult with other nations of 
this hemisphere and would act jointly with 
them, although retaining a measure of freedom 
of action.

In the quiet dinner of the President’s general staff, a concrete and 


authentic answer may be found. 


THESE RUN IT. The staff members are: Harry L. Hopkins, the 
obscure social worker who rose with Roose- 


velt. 


The President listens to him more often than to any other, 


and is personally more attached ‘to him. He is serious, intensely 


partisan, imbued 


with a sense: of public service, but almost malig- 


nant in his dislike of New Deal opponents. He is the Doyen of the 


New Deal left wing. 


Harold L. Ickes, the administration hatchet man, whose angry 
adjectives are a chief weapon against New Deal enemies. From the 
purlieus of Illinois liberalism, he has risen, by chance and an amaz- 
ing power hunger, to be one of the most influential men in Wash- 
ington. He is the New Deal left wing’s only real and trusted ally 
in the cabinet. He was not present at the dinner, but he was in-_ 


vited. 


Joseph B.-Keenan, assistant to the attorney general. Under the 
genial exterior of the sort of politician one sees in droves at race 
tracks, he conceals much kindliness and good sense. His rise in the 
New Deal has been slow. From dispenser-in-chief of justice de- 
partment patronage, his functions have been broadened until he 
now does many of the jobs which used to be assigned to Postmaster 
General James A. Farley. He is the practical politician on the gen- 


eral staff, and a rising star. 


David Niles, an obscure official of the WPA. A protege of Felix 
Frankfurter and a friend of Jimmy Roosevelt’s Boston years, he is 
the least known and least important general staff member. A plump, 
dark little man, with an ingratiating manner, he is well fitted for 


his duties, which are those of orderly and message bearer.

The future rests 
with the New World; a future in which the ideal

Under this so-called wages and hours Dill 
such factories will have to close. With markets 
in other states barred to their products, they 
can no longer keep up the unequal struggle 
against high taxes, heavy operating costs and 
the general business depression. 

The bill, undoubtedly, was aimed at the 
south, no less than the so-called anti-lynching 
bill. Already struggling against the handicaps 
of unfair freight rate differentials, against the 
ancient inequity of the high tariff, against 
smaller capital investment, the south cannot 
survive, industrially, if the natural advantages 
of low cost living and other conditions are 
taken away, as they would be under the Norton 
wages and hours measure. 

A recent study of population redistribution, 
cited by Peter Molyneaux in The Texas Weekly, 
points out that the south is fast losing its 
foreign markets for cotton. This study then 
said: 

“Without a restoration of this foreign mar- 
ket, only one-half of the present agricultural 
population of the cotton belt can possibly main- 
tain even the accustomed standard of living, 
much less improve it.” The survey then lists 
all possible new forms of employment in the 
south, and continues: 

“But these prospects are not enough. De- 
spite expansion in employment which can rea- 
sonably be visualized for the immediate future, 
the old cotton belt must plan for emigration. 
If the world market for cotton is permanently 
lost, it may become necessary for six or seven 
million persons to leave and seek employment 
in other parts of the country.” 

Add to this situation the devastating effect 
of the wages and hours bill upon struggling 
young southern industry and the outlook is 
fearfully dark for this section of the country. 

Unless the south awakens as a unit and finds 
some new means to fight the recurring attempts 
to choke her economic life—to keep her forever 
in vassalage to the north, to hold her inflexibly 
in the status of a colony—this new bill may well 
spell the end of hope for southern prosperity 
in the future. 

This wages and hours bill means an ulti- 
mate socialized state. It gives to the bureau- 
cracy or Washington autocratic power over in- 
dustry and it destroys the last vestige of the 
right of the individual states to control their 
own most vital affairs.

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURE 

One of the more interesting results of the 
recent war game, staged on the eastern coast, 
is a definite plan by the United States War 
Department to change the location of the prin- 
cipal airplane manufacturing plants in the 
United States. 

At the present time practically all these 
factories are located either on, or in close prox- 
imity to, the east or west coast. The mimic 
war revealed to army and navy authorities the 
fact that, in event of attack by a foreign foe, 
these factories would be extremely vulnerable 
to air bombers. Visualizing a situation where 
the United States could be deprived of its major 
airplane factories at the outset of a possible 
war, the department has promptly evolved a 
plan to eliminate this danger. 

Basically the plan calls for removal of all 
these plants from the coastal states to the 
midwest. Details are, of course, secrets of the 
War Department. It would be criminal folly 
to disclose more than necessary of such plans 
when the country is aware of the presence of 
spies for foreign governments at work over here. 

Of course, the possibility of any foreign 
power attempting an invasion of this ‘country 
is, nowadays, far-fetched in the extreme. But 
the rapid development of war aviation and the 
constantly increasing mobility of war machines 
makes the safeguard of the oceans less certain 
with each passing year. 

To place all factories which, in time of war, 
would supply equipment and munitions to the 
forces of the United States in areas as safe as 
possible from raiding bombers is but the course 
of elementary intelligence.

SCHOOL, FINE, OR FARM 

(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

Kansas City is considering the establishment 
of a traffic school so that persons found guilty 
in court of minor traffic law violations may have 
the option of paying a fine, serving a sentence 
at the municipal farm, or attending classes on 
how to be a safe driver. It has been suggested 
that a record of attendance at traffic classes and 
a diploma showing examinations have been 
passed would be accepted in lieu of a fine. The 
plan is merely tentative just now, but it has much 
to commend it. 

The average community these days is prop- 
erly more concerned with obtaining safe traffic 
through the persuasion and education of motor- 
ists and pedestrians than with revenues derived 
from catching law violators and soaking them to 
the limit of the law. Along with that has gone 
a disposition to be harde: than ever on serious 
violations committed by those conscious of fault 
or in a postion to have been. The principle is 
sound, for, after all, the security of the public 
is the end and aim of any proper traffic control 
program. It is safely assumable that the vast 
majority of walkers and drivers want to obey the 
law in the final analysis, careless though they 
may be in practice. The chief problem, then, 
seems to be one of education, and a traffic school 
would be that.

Confederate Flag Will Fly High 


At Gettysburg Despite ‘Yank Howl’ 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 25.— 
The flags of the Union and Con- 
federate forces will be given cqual 
prominence in the coming joint 
reunion of the Blue and Gray, the 
Gettysburg Battlefield Commis- 
sion announced today. 

“The Confederate flag will be 
flown. over the Confederate camp 
and the Union flag will be flown 
over the Union camp,” said Paul 
Roy, secretary of the commission, 
arranging the reunion from June 
29 to July 6 in observance of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
battle. 

Roy commentec on: the protest 
of Edwin J. Foster, of Worcester, 
Mass., past commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, who 
said he would refuse to attend if 
the Confederate flag is flown over 
the ground. 


“IT pear no ill will against the 
boys who fought for the south,” 
Foster said, “but I strongly oppose 
any plans to have the survivors of 
the deefated army troop the Con- 
federate flag onto the Gettys- 
burg battlefield. If I can be as- 
sured that my country’s flag will 
be the only one displayed, I shall 
plan to take part in the reunion at 
Gettysburg.” 

Roy said: 

“There will be absolutely noth- 
ing :n the celebration to embarrass 
any of the veterans. I think Fos- 
ter will be here even though the 
Confederate flag is flown.”

1937 Crop Set at 18,946,000 
Bales, Compared to 12,- 
399,000 in 1936. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(?)— 
The Agriculture Department issued 
revised estimates today for the 
1937 cotton crop—the largest ever 
grown—showing production, ex-

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


SINGULAR EFFECTS OF 
HYPOGLYCEMIA. 


Practically all food which pro- 
vides the energy necessary to 
work, play or exercise in any way 


is converted by digestion into glu- 
cose and stored in the liver and in 
the muscles in the form of “ani- 
mal starch,” glycogen, until it is 
needed. This glycogen is quickly 
converted into glucose (blood sug- 
ar) when fuel is needed. The 
amount of sugar present in the 
blood remains constantly at a 
certain level—from .08 per cent in 
a fasting person to .18 per cent 
after a hearty meal or after a 
gorge on ice cream, candy or otn- 
er sweet. In other words the blood 
of a normal individual contains 
approximately 2-3ds of an ounce 
of sugar at all times, sugar ready 
for immediate use. In reserve be- 
hind this trigger-quick energy is 
the much larger quantity of gly- 
cogen stored in the liver and 
muscles. 

It is now fairly well known that 
contestants in a marathon race, in 
a long swim or any other test of 
endurance are less likely to col- 
lapse or lose consciousness or be- 
come helpless with exhaustion if 
they get some form of sugar along 
the way—say well sweetened tea 
or other sweetened beverage, milk, 
even very sweet fruit juice, candy, 
milk chocolate or any food in 
which starch or sugar is a large in- 
gredient. That is because the ex- 
traordinary physical effort rapid- 
ly uses up the sugar in the blood 
and the sugar freshly formed by 
conversion of the available glyco- 
gen. After this, if the demand for 
energy continues, when the blood 
sugar level is very low, collapse 
is inevitable unless some more sug- 
ar can be quickly obtained. 

Now some individuals who take 
no exercise at all to speak of never- 
theless have spells or seizures due 
to hypoglycemia, low blood sugar. 
Without attempting to account for 
such spells now, we may say sim- 
ply that such functional hypogly- 
cemia sometimes produces sin- 
gular effects. Sudden inexplicable 
sense of weariness, weakness or 
exhaustion, perhaps accompanied 
with a mental hiatus or even a 
momentary loss of consciousness 
not unlike the typical seizure of 
petit mal (minor epilepsy). Or in 
other instances the hypoglycemia 
manifests itself merely as an ex- 
treme sense of weariness or fatigue 
or inability to carry on, felt along 
toward the tag end of the fore- 
noon, or the afternoon, that is, 
three hours or more after the last 
meal. 

Thousands of people who have 
mild hypoglycemia of this type 
make the serious mistake of re- 
sorting to alcohol, tobacco or even 
drugs to “‘tide over” or to dull con- 
sciousness of the warning. The 
remedy best adapted to prevent 
and cure hypoglycemia is, of 
course, sugar. Food. Milk. Fruit 
juice. Candy. Chocolate bar. Sand- 
wich. Ice cream. Crackers. Bread

HUGHES TO PLAY 


HORACEK UNIQUE 
GOLF TWOSOME 


Friendly Argument Starts 
at Druid Hills Dinner 
Tourney.

In a friendly discussion of six- 
foot putts, Dr. Julius Hughes, for- 


mer Atlanta Open golf champion, 
and Joe Horacek, a former Ra- 
dium Springs Invitation winner, 
have challenged each other to one 
of Atlanta’s most unique dual 
matches on the links. A definite 
date will be set within the next 
few days for the match. 

It all happened when Horaceék 
argued that six-foot putts are the 
strokes which win or lose almost 
every golf match. 

Dr. Hughes on the other hand 
contends that every other shot is 
equally as important, or rather, a 
good steady game off the tees and 
with the iron shots will be equal- 
ly effective and will win plenty 
of matches. 

Here are the rules of the match: 

CONCEDED PUTTS. 

Horacek must play every shot 
from the tee to the green and will 
be conceded every putt within six 
feet of the pin. Should Joe drive 
within six feet of the cup on every 
par 3 hole, he will be automatical- 
ly given birdies (one shot for the 
putt, six feet and under}. 

Dr. Hughes will use only his 
putter and at every green his ball 
will be played just on the inside 
edge, just on the green enough 
for a comfortable stance. He will 
be conceded the drive, and second 
shot on par 4 holes and will be 
conceded the tee shots to the par 3 
greens and will be given three 
strokes for the par 5 holes. 

Horacek will have to play every 
shot, up to six feet of the pin and 
Dr. Hughes will only have to putt 
from the far edge of every green. 

The match will certainly settle 
the issue between them, = and 
should in a small way prove just 
how much emphasis should be 
placed on the medium putts, with 
regard to the remainder of the 
game.

“The most you get 
out of that grand game, I’ve come 
to believe, is the companionship of 
great fellows, a lot of memories 
that can’t be taken from you and 
a lot of thrills you never are able 
to forget.” 

Evans tried for his first major 
title in 1905—when Jack Demp- 
sey was unheard of, Babe Ruth 
was a poor boy in a Baltimore or- 
phanage and many other stars of 
the modern sport’s era had not 
been born. From that year through 
the 1937 summer campaign, when 
he bid gallantly for the national 
open, his play ranked him as one 
of the greatest figures the sport 
has produced.

Rain Tonight Will Post- 
pone Battle of Champs 
Till Friday.

NEW YORK, May 25.—(4)— 
Two of the greatest fighting men, 
pound for pound, that the ring has 
produced in at least a decade are 
primed to settle the first major

Unless bad weather beats them 
to the punch, Barney Ross and 
Henry Armstrong will give fistic 
fandom a much-awaited 
over the 15-round title distance in 
Madison Square Garden’s big 
wooden saucer in Long Island city, 
tomorrow night. If it rains, as the 
official forecaster suspects, the 
show will go on Friday night. 

It’s theoretically an unprece- 
dented “handicap match,” with 
Ross defending the 147-pound or 
world welterweight championship 
against the dusky young whirl- 
wind who holds the featherweight 
title, at 126 pounds, but actually 
the bout is a “natural” in which 
the disparity in weight has been 
thoroughly minimized. 

The agreement between the 
principals calls for Ross to make 
142 pounds and Armstrong no less 
than 136 on the official scales to- 
morrow noon. When the pair fin- 
ished light training today, Ross at 
a midtown gym and Armstrong at 
his Pompton Lakes, N. J., camp, 
there was no indication either 
would have difficulty tipping the 
beam inside the prescribed limi- 
tations. 

FIGHT A NATURAL. 

Though somewhat overshadow- 
ed by the forthcoming Louis- 
Schmeling world heavyweight title 
match and further handicapped, at 
the boxoffice, by an erratic spell 
of weather, the fight figures to 
draw 25,000 cash customers and 
gross gate receipts of $150,000.

FISHING SEASON 


OPENS TUESDAY, 
MITCHELL SAYS 


Crusade Against Illegal 
Fishing Successful; Li- 
cense Fees Aid Sport. . 


The fishing season in Georgia 
will open again, officially, Tues- 
day, May 31, at midnight, it was 
announced yesterday by Joe D. 
Mitchell, director of the division 
of wild life. 

During the past 12 months Di- 
rector Mitchell has filled applica~ 
tions placing into the public wat- 
ers of the state millions of fish. 
Under the supervision ot state 
game protectors more than three 
and one-half million fish, a per- 
centage of these adults, have been 
rescued from ponds that were 
drying up and released in active 
waters. 

A crusade against illegal fishing 
devices has been in progress by 
this division, and Charles C. Mor- 
gan, supervisor of state game pro- 
tectors, reports that hundreds of 
traps, baskets, cut-offs, nets, ille- 
gal hcoks and dams have been lo- 
cated and destroyed by game pro- 
tectors. 

The trout streams in north 
Georgia have been open for fish- 
ing since March 31. As cold water 
fish, trout species, spawn in De- 
cember and January, an alternat- 
ing schedule for streams in the 
national Chattahoochee forest 
through a co-operative agreement 
with the federal government and 
the division of wild life has been 
in effect since April 15, and will 
continue through September 30. 
Maps and information will be 
gladly furnished by the division of 
wild life, Room 412, state capitol. 

A very reasonable fishing li- 
cense was enacted by the general 
assembly of 1937. Every person 
must subscribe to these regula- 
tions, with the exception of chil- 
dren 15 years of age and under, 
and persons fishing in the waters 
of their legal county with a pole 
and line and not using live min- 
nows. The fee for this license is 
$1.25 and is state-wide. Fourteen 
hundred authorized agents in 
Georgia have them for sale.

ENGINE FAILURES 
BLAMED IN CRASH 


Pilot Was Attempting To 
Lift Plane Over Clump 


of Trees at Time. 


CLEVELAND, May 25.—(?P)— 
Two engines, which airline offi- 
cials said unaccountably failed 
eight miles from port, were blam- 
ed tonight for the plunge of a lux- 
urious United Air Lines plane into 


a suburban gully and the fiery 
death of 10 persons. 

James Brandon, veteran pilot, 
was making a left turn apparently 
trying to lift the falling craft over 
a clump of trees into a small field 
as the ship struck late last night, 
airpline officials said. 

Seven passengers, a co-pilot and 
the stewardess died with him in 
the fire that followed Coroner 
Samuel R. Gerber said all the 
victims apparently died from 
fire rather than the smash. 


Investigations Launched. 


As Department of Commerce in- 
vestigators sought causes for the 
plunge, airline officials completed 
a preliminary inquiry and blamed 
failing engines. The plane was 
bound from Newark to Chicago. 

W. A. Pattterson, president, said 
evidence indicated “quite conclu- 
sively that neither of the two en- 
gines was 1n operation at the mo- 
ment of impact.” 

Citing 140,000,000 miles of pas- 
senger flying between New York 
‘and Cleveiand without a fatality, 
‘Patterson said “this is the first 
time the company has experienced 
what appears to be simultaneous 
power failure of hoth engines.” 


No Radio Contact.
